CHOLERA. 

German Empire — Kiautschou Province, China. — By proclamation of 
the governor, dated October 8, the order of May 31 of the current 
year, informing consuls at the coast stations that cholera and plague 
are extinct, is abrogated. Captains of vessels arriving at the port of 
Tsintan are required to make a statement regarding the condition of 
health of crew and passengers. 

plague. 

Bussia. — A hospital has been established at Anzob and medical 
observation stations have been instituted at the neighboring villages of 
Margif and Taschfan. Far-reaching precautionary measures for pre- 
venting the spread of the epidemic have been inaugurated by the 
president of the plague commission, Prince Alexander Oldenburg, who 
arrived at Samarcand November 7. The infected province is surrounded 
by observation stations. To cooperate with these stations, a flying 
medical division has been organized. The Transcaspian Bailway, the 
Andischan Bailway, Krasnowodsk, the shores of the Caspian Sea, and 
Astrachan have been put under medical surveillance in order to protect 
Bussia from an importation of plague. The sanitary service on the 
steamers of the Caspian Sea and the Amu Darja will undertake more 
stringent investigation. A division of physicians and sanitary guards 
is to be organized in all the large cities of the empire, which, in case of 
an outbreak of plague, will be ready for immediate service. In con- 
sequence of the favorable report as to sanitary conditions in Samarcand, 
the medical inspection which was put in force at Baku November 18 
against passengers on the Transcaspian has been suspended. 

SMALLPOX. 

Denmark.— ^The sanitary police measures which were put in force 
against Middlesborough, in England, have, by order of the ministry of 
justice, dated November 11, been declared suspended.
